New Mormon Church 
Plans Get Approval 


For the second time in eight 
months the Planning Commission 
has approved a conditional use 
permit for construction of a Mormon 
Church on a site at Buena Vista and 
Ohio. This time approval of a 
tentative tract map was also given. 

An earlier approval was overturn- 
ed by the City Council reacting to 
protests from nearby property 
owners. Subsequently, the city 
attempted to work out a land swap 
with the church but this was 
unsuccessful. 


Richard Sant of Yorba Linda, 
representing the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints, 
introduced a new pian for the Buena 
Vista-Ohio property which included 
five lots for residential development 
on the east side of the property. 

The rest of the land would be used 
for the 350 prospective member 
church building and for 202 parking 
spaces. Sant said development of 
the homes would answer one of the 
council’s concerns that the land 
might be used for increased church 
purposes. 

The main objection by Council 
members was reflective of that of 
neighbors, spearheaded by Michael 


Newell, that church use would 
greatly increase traffic problems on 
Buena Vista and other streets. 

Newell protested the latest church 
application at last week’s Planning 
Commission meeting. He said the 
“‘basic issue of traffic remains, 
nothing has changed.’’ Newell also 
indicated that he would again carry 
this and neighbor’s protest on 
appeal to the council. 

When it was claimed that the 
church does not belong in a 
resideptial zone, Sant countered 
that that is where they are required 
to be in the zoning ordinance. 

Also brought into the discussion, 
as it had been last April, was the 
impact of the Buena Vista Settling 
Basin development as a park which 
would further add to the street's 
traffic problems. 

City Engineer Roy Stephenson 
said that he would stand by his 
opinion that the church would 
‘‘probably not increase the traffic 
hazard on Buena Vista enough to 
warrant denying the application.’’ 

Stephenson admitted that Buena 
Vista is the ‘‘most dangerous street 
in the city.'’ He said he will request 
in his 1977-78 fiscal year budget 
requests that gas tax projects be

Esperanza’s girls’ tennis team did 
more than just increase their '76 
season win streak to 21 games in a 
row, they won a CIF 2-A 
championship in the process. 

Presently 32-1 over the past two 
seasons, the girls won the CIF crown 
by beating a stubborn Holtville team 
13-9’ at Imperial Valley College 
last Saturday. 

It was by far their closest match of 
the year as Holtville fielded an 
impressive doubles line up. In the 
doubles competition, Holtville 
narrowly outscored the Aztec 
racketmaidens 712-6. 

Esperanza’s outstanding singles 
squad more than made up for the 
point spread though, as they handily 
downed the second place Holtvillers 


Sawa and Roxanne Johnson were 
outstanding in the victory, both 
winning all three of their matches. 

With the sweep, Sawa upped her 
season record to a perfect 54-0 in 
team matches while Johnson has 
lost just three sets all year. 

The win was no easy task as Head 
Coach Jean Agee explains, ‘‘The 
home court advantage which 
Holtville had was intimidating to the 
girls but they seemed to overcome it 
as the match progressed.”’ 

They also had to sit through a bus 
ride which took a total of six hours 
before their arrival in the City of 
Imperial, just 1S minutes outside of 
Holtville. Agee also felt that the bus 
ride was somewhat tiresome but a 
good nights sleep on Friday took 
care of that.

Council 
Overrules 
Planners 


After brief discussion, Yorba 
Linda City Council Monday night 
passed on first reading a zoning- 
ordinance amendment permitting 
churches in the commercial-general 
(CG) zone, subject to issuance of a 
conditional-use permit. 

In so doing, the council reversed 
the judgment of the planning 
commission, which had recommend- 
ed against the amendment. 
Previously, churches had been 
permitted only in the residential 
zones. 

The issue was raised by a request 
by Yorba Linda’s Christian Science 
Church to be permitted to relocate 
temporarily in the Pomona First 
Federal building, Main and Lemon, 
pending a move to permanent, new 
quarters. The church is presently 
housed at 4862 Olinda. 

The commission had disapproved 
the amendment, City Planner Phil 
Paxton explained, because they felt 
that churches were non-compatible 
with commercial zoning, that it was 
undesirable to remove taxable land 
from commercial zoning, and that 
permitting the move would be 
inconsistent with previous actions. 

Church spokesman Philip Rice 
countered however that churches 
seem to fit in well at the edges of 
commercial zones, and that the 
traffic patterns they produce are 
more compatible with commercial 
zoning than residential. 

Councilman Whit Cromwell also 
supported the amendment, noting 
that the necessary conditional-use 
permit could be worded to ensure 
that use of commercial land by a 
church would be only temporary. 

City Manager Arthur Simonian 
counseled against the measure, 
emphasizing the loss of revenue to 
the city from loss of‘;commercial land 
and noting that the city has ‘‘very 
little’’ commercial zoning; but, in 
the end, the proposal passed 
unanimously. 

In other business, the council set 
Monday, Dec. 13 as the date for

Swaps Textbook for Bible

Yorba Linda Boulevard then was 
two lanes wide and lined with 
eucalyptus and orange trees. The 
orange blossoms’ were sweet 
smelling and in abundance. Nixon 
School, off the boulevard, had a total 
enrollment of 211 children who used 
to eat lunch in the old warehouse 
where the bus yard is now. 

That was 19SS. 

Al Stefan remembers that year 
and those events well. He says he 
can ctill smell the orange blossoms. 
It was the year he came to Yorba 
Linda. He had taught high school in 
Warren, Ohio and, like Yorba Linda, 
loved the rural area it was. He 
taught math, science, biology and 
had coached in that land of Ohio 
farms--in. a small community 
environment. 


“I began teaching eighth grade at 
Nixon School that year,’’ he says 
leaning forward. ‘‘The area was 
rural--the people down to earth and 
concerned about education. It was a 
homelike situation. We used to load 
a truck with food for needy folks and 
go out and sing carols." 

‘“‘Richard Nixon’s mother had a 
house on Lakeview then, and a few 
years later, Nixon himself came to 
the school to speak to the kids when 
he became Vice President." 

Those were years Stefan was fond 
of. The community was small and he 
could read scriptures in class. Now 
that he’s retiring as principal of 
Mable Paine elementary, he has 
mixed feelings about leaving this 
“‘very positive, upright commun- 
ity.”’ 

‘The parents and schoolboards 


stresses. “‘They’ve always offered 
constructive criticism and good 
ideas."’ Stefan himself is quite 
positive. He taught at Nixon School 
and then at Mable Paine Junior High 
which later became the elementary 
school. 

He became vice principal of Yorba 
Linda Junior High in 1964, served as 
Nixon School principal for five years 
and has been principal at Mable 
Paine since 1970. 

In all those years only a few things 
have especially bothered him. He 
thinks teaching materials today are 
more colorful and exciting and that 
there are more visual aids and 
manipulative materials. 

He adds college kids are more 
willing to try new methods and that 
early childhood programs have 
brought back self respect in kids, 
especially those who have had 
problems. 

But, in spite of the positive things 
time has brought, he points to one 
area that has lapsed. ‘‘Society is too 
permissive,’’ he says crossing his 
hands. ‘‘There is an attitude that we 
can turn our backs on things we

The final month for 
refiling of statements first filed in 1971 is this present month of 
December, 1976.

Shapell Industries, a maximum of 
2300 units would be built on the 
land, with about 500 set for the first 
stage of development. Housing 
throughout the entire’ project will 
range from equestrian estates to 
condominiums. 

As described by designer John 
Chapman, the development will 
eventually include two shopping 
centers; two elementary schools; 
part of a high-school site; equestrian 
and tennis centers; a scattering of 
parks, greenbelts and trails; and a 
lake. 

The lake, reminiscent of recently 
approved plans for developing 
nearby Dominguez Ranch, is 
included in the first stage of 
development. The Dominguez 
Ranch development will have three 
such lakes. 

Concerns expressed by Council 
over the lake were parried by lake 
consultant for the developers Harlan 
Glenn, who assured them that the 
lake would cost less to maintain than 
a similar expanse of open space (less 
than $3 per month per assessed 
homeowner, he said), that it would 
produce less evaporation and 
ground-salting than would the 
watering of a similar expanse of 
greenbelt, and that children falling 
into the lake from shore would be in 
no danger if they would stand in the 
foot of water. 

The council plans to conclude the 
public hearing on the development 
at their next meeting, Dec. 20. 

In the action, the council-- 


* approved a _ motion by 
Councilman Dale Chaput that the 
city designate $80,000 in grants 
allocated the city for purchase and 
development of parks for buying 
additional land at the Little League 
site on Valley View; 


* approved a final payment of 
$2,336 on the $25,888 traffic signal 
at Yorba Linda Boulevard and 
Kellogg and a first payment of 
$19,323 on the Anna Marie storm 
drain; 


* approved a recommendation by 
the traffic committee that a four-way 
stop be installed at the intersection 
of Avocado and Oriente; 


* passed on first reading a 
zoning-ordinance amendment upp- 
ing park in-lieu fees paid by 
developers for single-family dwell- 
ings to $450 and for multiple-family 
residences to $335; and 


* received notice that financial 
disclosure statements from designa- 
ted city employees and officials, 
pursuant to the city’s conflict-of- 
interest code, were on file at City 
Hall where they are open to public 
inspection.

didn’t ignore before. The problem 
lies in many _§ areas---society, 
government, parents. A lot of 
burden is placed on the teacher.”’ 

He thinks discipline should be put 
back into the hands of the teacher. 
‘The child today,”’ he says, ‘knows 
he can get away with things.’’ He 
adds, “‘I've been spanked with 
everything imagineable. I finally 
caught on in the sixth grade..."’ 

Many may oppose _ physical 
discipline. Stefan believes in it. It is 
out of love that he uses it. He 
demands respect and _ doesn't 
believe he has to earn it. But he 
believes in treating the kids with 
mutual respect. He speaks warmly 
but firmly. 

He wants them to be honest with 
themselves’, admit to wrongdoing 
and not cop out. If they’ve been 
spoken to before about the same 
problem and promised a swat, he 
will deliver. 

Has the swatting helped? He 
knows of one instance for sure. ‘*A 
few years ago I ran into an old 
student in a restaurant. He was 
married and introduced me to his 
wife. | had him years earlier in junior 
high and he said, ‘“‘Do you 
remember that swat you gave me? 
That might have been the swat that 
changed my life.”’ 

Stefan is warmed by such 
encounters. ‘‘It makes everything 
worth it,’’ he says smiling. Though 
he will be leaving Yorba Linda, 
Stefan at 55 will not be retiring.
